The  Death  Rate  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year.  The  chief  cause 
of  death  again  was  Heart  Disease  (179)  followed  by  Cancer  (95), 
then  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (50)  ;  next  in  importance  are  deaths  from 
Violence  (38)  and  of  these  21  may  be  regarded  as  Road  Deaths.  Thus 
in  1935,  21  persons  died  as  a  result  of  road  accidents,  20  persons  died 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  this  area.  Other  important  causes  of 
death  during  the  year  were  Circulatory  Diseases— other  than  Heart 
Disease  (33),  Senility  (25),  Pneumonia  (22),  Bronchitis  (21),  Congenital 
Causes  (21),  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (20).

Scarlet  Fever.  127  cases  occurred  in  1935  as  against  118  in  1934 
and  115  in  1933.  The  case  incidence  was  2.37  per  1000  population  as 
compared  with  2.96  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  The  highest 
incidence  of  the  disease  again  was  in  the  Witney  Rural  District  where 
52  cases  occurred  giving  a  case  incidence  of  3.30.  As  noted  elsewhere 
the  parishes  having  the  highest  number  of  cases  were  Eynsham  (13), 
Bampton  (8),  Stanton  Harcourt  (8),  Long  Handborough  (7).  The 
above  table  shows  that  the  vast  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  children 
of  school  age  ;  thus  of  127  cases,  72  occurred  in  the  age  group  5 — 15  ; 
24  cases  occurred  in  children  under  school  age  and  31  cases  occurred 
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in  adults.  The  increasing  incidence  of  the  disease  is  almost  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  milder  type  now  prevailing  which  presents  few  of  the 
classical  symptoms,  but  which  nevertheless  is  the  means  of  keeping 
the  infection  alive  in  the  community  ;  it  is  becoming  more  difficult 
to  isolate  these  cases  as  in  many  instances  the  symptoms  are  so  slight 
that  the  doctor  is  not  called  in.  The  seasonal  incidence  of  the  disease 
was  as  follows  : — January  9,  February  9,  March  14,  April  10,  May  17, 
June  4,  July  6,  August  7,  September  14,  October  16,  November  11, 
December  9. 

Diphtheria.  32  cases  occurred  during  the  year  with  4  deaths. 
This  gives  a  case  mortality  of  12.5  per  cent.  The  deaths  with  one 
exception  (a  child  of  16  months)  occurred  in  children  of  school  age. 

The  incidence  of  the  disease  is  greater  than  in  previous  years,  pro¬ 
bably  owing  to  the  increasing  number  of  carriers  particularly  among 
the  school  children.  There  were  19  cases  in  1934,  24  in  1933  and  3 
cases  in  1932.  Recovered  cases  even  although  apparently  free  of 
infection  at  the  time  of  their  discharge  from  hospital  frequently 
become  carriers  later.  In  one  instance  in  a  small  village  school,  where 
two  children  developed  Diphtheria,  the  teacher  was  found  to  be  a 
carrier  of  virulent  bacilli  although  she  had  been  discharged  free  of 
infection  from  a  large  L.C.C.  Fever  Hospital  six  months  previously. 

The  number  of  cases  was  highest  in  Chipping  Norton  Borough  (10). 
The  Rural  Districts  of  Chipping  Norton  and  Banbury  each  had  9  cases, 
while  Witney  Rural  District  had  4  cases. 

Of  32  cases,  17  occurred  in  children  from  5 — 15,  and  11  occurred  in 
young  adults  ;  four  cases  occurred  in  children  under  5. 

In  attempting  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection  in  an  outbreak 
the  search  for  carriers — especially  nasal  carriers — is  all  important,  and 
the  finding  of  Klebs-Loreffler  Bacilli  on  a  swab  is  not  sufficient  indi¬ 
cation  that  the  patient  concerned  is  a  carrier  unless  a  virulence  test 
has  been  done.

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Hospital  Accommodation  for  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 

In  the  cases  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  Witney  and  Chipping  Norton, 
the  Urban  District  of  Witney,  and  the  Boroughs  of  Chipping  Norton 
and  Woodstock,  patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  for  infectious 
disease  are  sent  to  the  Abingdon  Isolation  Hospital,  Berkshire.  This 
Hospital  accommodates  54  patients  ;  there  is  a  sectioned  block  avail¬ 
able  for  observation  cases  sent  with  a  view  to  diagnosis. 

The  population  of  the  Abingdon  Joint  Hospital  District  is  20,000, 
and  that  of  the  other  districts  in  Berkshire  for  which  the  hospital  serves 
is  60,000  ;  in  Oxfordshire  the  hospital  serves  for  the  Rural  Districts 
of  Chipping  Norton  and  Witney,  the  Boroughs  of  Chipping  Norton  and 
Woodstock  and  Witney  Urban  District,  a  total  population  of  40,000. 
The  number  of  beds — 54 — is  hardly  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  Berk¬ 
shire.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  suggested  that  if  the  Oxfordshire 
local  authorities  are  to  continue  to  use  this  hospital  it  will  be  necessary 
to  provide  24  additional  beds  there,  on  the  following  basis  : 

Chipping  Norton  M.B.  3  ;  Woodstock  M.B.  2  ;  Witney  U.D.  4  ; 
Chipping  Norton  R.D.  7  ;  Witney  R.D.  8. 

The  City  of  Oxford  have  under  consideration  the  building  of  a  new 
infectious  diseases  hospital  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  arrange¬ 
ments  might  be  made  by  these  authorities  to  have  their  cases  treated 
there.  The  matter  is  still  sub  judice. 

In  the  case  of  the  Banbury  Rural  District  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  Banbury  Borough  to  admit  cases  to  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital ;  this  hospital  has  accommodation  for  10  patients,  and  serves 
for  the  Borough  and  Rural  District  of  Banbury,  an  area  with  a  total 
population  of  26,923. 

The  Ministry  have  suggested  that  5  additional  beds  are  necessary  at 
this  hospital. 

In  a  memorandum  issued  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
under  Section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act  (1929)  it  has  been 
suggested  that  local  authorities  should  make  arrangements  with  the 
Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  Fever,  Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  Encephalitis  Lethargica  and 
Enteric  Fever. 

The  Boroughs  of  Chipping  Norton  and  Woodstock,  Witney  Urban 
District  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Chipping  Norton  and  Witney  have 
made  such  arrangements.  The  arrangements  also  include  cases  of 
laryngeal  Diphtheria  which  may  require  tracheotomy. 


Smallpox. 

All  the  local  authorities  in  the  North  Oxfordshire  Combined  Districts 
have  made  arrangements  with  the  South  Chiltern  Joint  Hospital 
Board  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Smallpox.  The  hospital  is  at 
Pishill,  near  Henley,  and  has  12  beds.  All  the  local  authorities  in  the 
area  are  now  represented  on  the  South  Chilterns  Joint  Hospital 
Board. 


Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Arrangements  exist  in  all  Districts  for  the  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  of  specimens,  and  practitioners  are  provided  with  the  necessary 
outfits  for  taking  specimens.  In  the  case  of  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Chipping  Norton  and  Witney,  the  Urban  District  of  Witney,  and  the 
Boroughs  of  Chipping  Norton  and  Woodstock,  specimens  are  sent  to 
the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories,  London  ;  in  the  case  of  the 
Banbury  Rural  District  to  the  laboratory  of  the  Clinical  Research 
Association. 

A  copy  of  the  report  of  every  specimen  examined  is  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  addition  to  the  general  practitioner  who 
sent  the  specimen. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  County  Public  Health  De¬ 
partment  for  the  examination  for  specimens  of  sputum  for  tubercle 
bacilli  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford. 

The  examinations  carried  out  for  the  various  authorities  are  sum- 
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Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

Antitoxin  for  Diphtheria  is  supplied  to  Medical  Practitioners  on 
application  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  District.

Areas. 

Housing  Act  1935.  During  the  year  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  carrying  out  the  Overcrowding  Surveys  required  under  the  above 
act. 


Water  Supply. 


At  the  present  time  only  one  third  of  the  villages  in  the  area  have  a 
piped  water  supply. 

The  difficulty,  in  many  cases,  has  been  that  prior  to  1929,  the  entire 
cost  of  a  water  scheme  had  to  be  borne  by  the  parish  concerned  ; 
hence  in  the  smaller  parishes  little  could  be  done  owing  to  the  financial 
burden  imposed  by  such  schemes.  Since  the  passing  of  the  Local 
Government  Act  of  1929,  it  is  now  possible  for  the  Rural  District 
Council  to  contribute  out  of  the  general  fund  raised  in  the  Rural 
District  as  a  whole  towards  the  parish  charge  and  this  contribution 
may  be  of  any  size  up  to  100%  ;  by  this  means  a  Rural  District 
Council  may  now  make  water  schemes  a  general  charge  on  the  Rural 
District.  Power  is  also  given  to  County  Councils  to  contribute  from 
County  funds  to  such  schemes  and  in  addition  in  1933  the  sum  of 
£1,000,000  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
help  areas  in  financial  difficulties. 


There  is  a  good  deal  to  be  said  in  favour  of  local  authorities  combin¬ 
ing  and  co-operating  with  regard  to  Water  Supply  Schemes.  Thus 
Witney  Rural  District  Council  have  combined  with  the  Witney  Urban 
District  Council  to  form  a  scheme  which  will  ultimately  supply  half 
of  the  Rural  District  as  well  as  the  Urban  District. 


In  the  Chipping  Norton  Rural  District  schemes  are  in  hand  for 
supplying  Finstock,  Stonesfield  and  Fawler,  Steeple  Barton  and 
Westcote  Barton.  The  Council  are  considering  schemes  for  supplying 
Kingham,  Coombe,  Great  Rollright  and  Wootton. 

In  the  Banbury  Rural  District,  owing  to  the  geological  formation — 
lias — the  problem  of  obtaining  satisfactory  water  supplies  is  of  great 
difficulty  as  there  is  shortage  in  many  villages  ;  few  of  the  villages 
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have  a  piped  water  supply.  During  the  year  the  scheme  for  Dedding- 
ton  and  Duns  Tew  was  completed,  while  that  for  Sibford  Ferris  and 
Sibford  Gower  will  be  completed  in  1936.  Schemes  are  in  hand  for 
Wardington  and  Horton,  and  other  schemes  will  shortly  have  to  be 
considered. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  to  Dr.  H.  C.  Jennings,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
Dr.  W.  Hill,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  South  Oxfordshire 
Combined  Districts,  for  their  valuable  co-operation.  I  should  also  like 
to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  various  Local  Authorities  in  the  North 
Oxfordshire  Combined  Districts.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  sources  of  water  supply  are  (1)  a  well  in  limestone  near 
the  source  of  the  River  Glyme  (2)  Springs  in  limestone  at  Old  Chalford. 
There  are  three  covered  storage  reservoirs  ;  there  is  no  Alteration  or 
chlorination  ;  there  are  two  pumping  stations.  Recently  a  water- 
tower  has  been  erected,  which  is  30  feet  higher  than  the  reservoirs  ; 
by  this  means  a  better  supply  has  been  obtained  for  the  higher  parts 
of  the  town.  Speaking  generally  the  water  supply  is  of  good  quality, 
though  rather  hard,  and  is  sufficient  for  present  needs. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough 
are  connected  to  the  public  sewers.  The  Disposal  Works  are  situated 
just  outside  the  Borough  boundary  on  the  Worcester  road,  where  the 
sewage  is  treated  by  settling  tanks  and  Alteration. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  have  been  2  conversions  from  the 
conservancy  to  the  water  carriage  system  during  the  year. 

Scavenging.  House  refuse  and  the  contents  of  pail  closets  are 
collected  once  weekly  ;  the  former  is  disposed  of  by  burning.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTxYNCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Present  supply.  The  present  water  supply  is  from  a  deep  well  in 
oolite  (depth  60  feet)  augmented  by  a  spring  near  Crawley.  The  water 
is  chlorinated  and  pumped  at  the  rate  of  8000  gallons  per  hour  to  a 
Water  Tower  (376  ft.  high)  in  the  Burford  Road  which  has  a  storage 
capacity  of  60,000  gallons.  Recently  a  pressure  filter  has  been  in¬ 
stalled  close  to  the  River  Windruslr. 

A  bacteriological  examination  shows  that  before  chlorination  B.  Coli 
is  present  in  1  c.c.  and  Streptococci  in  100  c.c.  ;  after  chlorination  both 
organisms  are  absent  from  100  c.c.  ;  this  indicates  that  chlorination 
is  effective  and  necessary. 

Proposed  new  supply.  Owing  to  the  demands  of  the  increasing 
population  the  supply  is  maintained  with  difficulty.  The  Witney 
Urban  District  has  therefore  decided  to  inaugurate  a  new  Water 
scheme  which  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  A.  T.  Green,  Surveyor  to  the 
Witney  Urban  District,  the  late  Mr.  C.  J.  Pickering,  M.Inst.C.E.,  of 
Cheltenham  acting  as  consultant. 
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Purification  Plant.  In  the  new  supply  it  is  proposed  to  take  water 
from  the  River  Windrush  at  a  point  of  intake  situated  just  below 
Worsham  Mill  in  the  parish  of  Asthall,  about  4  miles  from  Witney. 
The  water  will  flow  into  a  raw  water  storage  tank  with  a  capacity  of 
15  hours  supply  where  clarification  and  coagulation  by  Aluminium 
Sulphate  will  take  place  ;  from  this  point  the  clarified  water  will 
gravitate  to  three  filter-beds  (each  150  sq.  feet)  and  will  then  pass  to 
the  chlorinating  plant  after  which  it  will  be  dechlorinated  by  Ammonia 
treatment.  The  water  will  then  be  pumped  to  a  covered  service 
reservoir  situated  at  Whitehall — at  a  height  of  402  feet — i.e.  25  feet 
higher  than  the  present  water  tower,  and  with  a  capacity  for  3  clays’ 
storage  ;  from  the  reservoir  it  will  gravitate  to  the  town  in  12"  mains. 

Average  Consumption.  Including  the  extended  area  the  total 
consumption  of  the  Urban  District  is  190,000  gallons  per  day  (i.e.  37.6 
gallons  per  head  of  population).  The  pumps  will  deliver  27,000  gallons 
per  hour,  so  that  in  7  hours  pumping  190,000  gallons  will  be  supplied. 
Gaugings  taken  on  the  River  Windrush  at  the  point  of  intake  show 
that  the  flow  rises  from  13,000,000  to  30,000,000  gallons  per  day. 
The  lowest  gauging  recorded  on  the  Windrush  was  taken  at  New¬ 
bridge  in  1921  (the  driest  year  since  1874)  and  was  found  to  be  6,000,000 
gallons  per  day. 

Chemical  Analysis  shows  that  the  water  has  21.5  degrees  of  hard¬ 
ness,  the  greater  part  of  which  (18.0)  is  due  to  Calcium  Bicarbonate 
and  is  therefore  temporary.  Bacteriological  examination  shows  that 
B.  Coli  is  present  in  1  c.c.  ;  this  is  what  would  normally  be  expected 
in  river  water  and  should  be  got  rid  of  easily  by  adequate  Alteration 
and  chlorination. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  approved  of  the  scheme  and  the  work 
is  now  proceeding.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  completed 
by  December  1935. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  It  is  anticipated  that  an  extension  of  the 
Sewage  Works  with  larger  settling  tanks  and  increased  Alteration  will 
shortly  become  necessary  in  order  to  deal  with  the  sewage  of  the  area 
added  by  the  increased  boundary.  The  parish  of  Coggs  which  is  at 
present  dealt  with  separately  by  land  irrigation  will  ultimately  come 
into  the  main  scheme.  Also  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses 
during  the  past  year  has  placed  an  added  strain  on  the  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  works. 

Closet  Accommodation.  The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  town 
are  connected  to  the  public  sewers  ;  there  still  remain  a  considerable 
number  of  dry  closets.  There  were  6  conversions  to  the  water  carri¬ 
age  system  during  the  year. 
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Scavenging.  Household  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly  from  all 
parts  of  the  town  by  a  covered  motor  dust  cart,  and  where  necessary 
there  is  also  a  bi-weekly  collection  of  the  contents  of  pail  closets. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  II.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  The  Borough  is  now  supplied  from  the  Oxford  City 
Waterworks  at  Swinford  Bridge.  These  works  have  a  capacity  of 
10,600,000  gallons  per  day,  although  the  power  to  abstract  water  from 
the  River  Thames  is  at  present  limited  to  an  average  daily  quantity 
of  6,000,000  gallons  ;  the  average  daily  consumption  of  water  from 
the  Oxford  City  works  is  2,780,000  gallons  per  day  ;  there  is  therefore 
an  ample  reserve  to  supply  other  areas.  With  its  present  population 
the  Borough  of  Woodstock  requires  approximately  50,000  gallons 
per  day.  A  main  has  been  constructed  from  the  termination  of  the 
Oxford  City  mains  at  Five  Mile  Drive  to  Woodstock.  The  work  was 
completed  in  November  1934. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  is  no  system  of  public  sewers  in  the 
town  ;  a  number  of  the  larger  houses  are  connected  to  cesspools,  while 
the  smaller  houses  have  mainly  dry  closets. 

There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  desirability  of  a  public  sewerage  disposal 
works  in  a  town  of  the  size  of  the  Borough  of  Woodstock,  and  the  Coun¬ 
cil  have  this  matter  at  present  under  consideration. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  have  been  no  conversions  from  the 
conservancy  system  to  the  water-carriage  system  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

Scavenging.  Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  a  contractor ;  house 
refuse  and  night  soil  is  collected  twice  weekly  ;  the  former  is  disposed 
of  by  burning  in  dumps.

Tuberculosis  :  Horton  General  Hospital :  2nd  and  4th  Thursdays, 
1  p.m.  (X-ray  facilities  are  available). 

Orthopaedic  :  Banbury  :  Horton  General  Hospital,  every  Thurs¬ 
day,  1  p.m. 

Public  Health  Staff. 

The  Staff  includes  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  Arthur  Hunt,  who  is  also  Road  Surveyor,  Building 
Surveyor  and  Engineer  for  the  various  water  schemes  and  sewage 
disposal  schemes  undertaken  by  the  Council .  Mr.  P.  C.  Box  has  recently 
been  appointed  additional  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General.  Carried  out  by  District  Nurses  employed  by  the  Local 
District  Nursing  Associations.  None  is  provided  by  the  Council. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases.  No  home  nursing  is  provided.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  There  is  one  water  company  in  the  district  which  supplies 
Bloxham,  Bodicote,  East  and  West  Adderbury  and  Milton. 

Other  villages  having  a  piped  water  supply  are  :  Bourton,  Shenning- 
ton,  Wiggington,  part  of  Cropredy,  and  the  hamlet  of  Clifton  in  the 
parish  of  Deddington. 

The  dry  summers  of  1933  and  1934  caused  severe  shortage  of  water  in 
many  villages.  In  July  1934  the  Council  agreed  to  purchase  a  water 
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cart  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  water  to  the  villages  most  seriously 

affected  by  the  drought,  viz.  : — 

Barford,  Bourton,  Claydon,  Cropredy,  Deddington,  Drayton, 

Horley,  Steeple  Aston. 

Water  was  carted  from  springs  at  Horley  and  Hornton. 

Adderbury,  East  and  West.  Supplied  by  Bloxham  and  District  Water 
Company.  There  are  two  sources  of  supply  (1)  the  Sore  Brook, 
Adderbury — river  water,  which  of  course  is  liable  to  pollution  ; 
it  is  treated  by  Ammonium  Sulphate,  and  chlorination,  de- 
chlorinated  and  passed  through  a  mechanical  filter.  Chlorination 
appears  to  be  satisfactory  from  the  results  of  analyses.  (2)  A 
well  at  Bloxham,  which  is  also  liable  to  pollution;  this  is  in  marl 
stone  rock,  35  feet  deep — lined  with  bricks  set  in  cement.  It  is 
pumped  to  a  covered  concrete  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  60,000 
gallons.  The  water  is  chlorinated  and  is  used  when  the  engines 
at  Adderbury  are  resting.  The  Company  supplies  Adderbury, 
East  and  West,  Bloxham,  Bodicote  and  Milton. 

Alkerton.  There  is  a  public  dip  well,  which  is  polluted  ;  there  is  also 
a  public  pump  where  the  water  is  of  satisfactory  quality.  The 
position  in  this  village  is  not  satisfactory. 

Barford  St.  John  and  St.  Michael.  The  position  is  unsatisfactory  ; 
there  has  been  considerable  shortage  and  it  has  been  necessary 
to  cart  water  during  the  year  ;  the  well  at  the  Council  houses  is 
polluted. 

Bloxham  and  Bodicote.  Supplied  by  Bloxham  and  District  Water 
Company. 

Bourton.  There  is  a  piped  supply  from  a  ram  for  part  of  the  village  ; 
the  overflow  is  used  for  cattle.  This  scheme  is  somewhat 
primitive  and  not  altogether  satisfactory  ;  in  normal  times  there 
is  shortage  in  the  summer  months,  and  in  1934  it  was  necessary 
to  cart  water  for  three  months  ;  there  are  wells  in  the  lower  part 
of  the  village  which  are  of  doubtful  quality. 

Broughton.  Wells  entirely.  There  was  no  difficulty  till  1934,  when 
the  wells  failed.  A  temporary  supply  was  obtained  from  a  private 
spring  which  was,  however,  probably  below  flood  level— analysis 
showed  that  it  was  satisfactory.  Some  of  the  inhabitants  have 
to  carry  water  half  a  mile.  This  spring  might  possibly  supply  this 
parish  and  North  Newington. 

Cropredy.  Part  of  the  village  is  supplied  from  a  private  spring  (a 
piped  supply)  which  belongs  to  Brasenose  College,  Oxford.  There 
are  also  private  well:,  several  of  which  are  known  to  be  polluted. 
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Clay  don.  Public  and  private  wells,  which  were  very  short  in  1934  ; 
water  had  to  be  carted.  Many  of  the  wells  are  polluted  ;  there  is  a 
public  well  in  the  centre  of  the  village  ;  some  of  the  inhabitants 
have  to  fetch  water  half  a  mile.  The  problem  in  this  village  is 
very  difficult  as  there  is  no  satisfactory  source  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood. 

Cropredy.  Part  of  the  village  is  supplied  from  a  private  spring  (a 
piped  supply),  which  belongs  to  Brasenose  College,  Oxford. 
There  are  also  private  wells,  several  of  which  are  khown  to  be 
polluted. 

Drayton.  One  public  well  which  was  short  in  1934  ;  the  well  was 
deepened  and  is  normal  at  the  present  time.  It  was  necessary  to  cart 
water  in  1934,  and  the  supply  was  also  helped  by  a  private  spring. 
A  scheme  for  a  public  supply  from  a  spring  was  prepared  by  the 
surveyor  several  years  ago,  but  it  was  not  approved  by  the 
Council. 

Epwell.  There  are  numerous  springs  and  wells  of  satisfactory  quality  ; 
there  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  in  this  village. 

H unwell.  Private  wells.  A  spring  which  forms  one  of  the  main  sources 
of  supply  failed  last  year.  A  public  supply  is  necessary,  but  it  is 
difficult  to  find  a  source  ;  the  spring  previously  mentioned  is 
privately  owned  and  its  source  is  unknown. 

Hook  Norton.  This  village  has  a  population  of  1200  ;  it  is  supplied  by 
wells  and  a  public  spring  in  the  centre  of  the  village  ;  there  is  also 
a  public  pump.  There  was  no  absolute  shortage  in  1934  ;  both 
wells  at  the  Council  houses  failed  but  improved  after  deepening. 
There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  necessity  of  a  satisfactory  piped  supply 
in  this  village,  which  is  the  largest  village  in  the  North  Oxfordshire 
Combined  Districts  without  a  piped  water  supply.  There  is  a 
satisfactory  source  in  a  spring  at  Temple  Mill,  2  miles  away. 

Horley.  The  main  supply  of  the  village  is  an  overflow  from  a  private 
supply  which  is  piped  to  four  standpipes,  and  failed  in  1934  ; 
it  was  necessary  to  cart  water  from  June  to  December  1934  ;  there 
is  a  Children’s  Home  in  the  village  under  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  which  was  very  short  of  water  last  year.  There  is  a 
good  spring  in  ironstone  rock  near  the  village  which  would  be 
suitable  for  a  public  supply  and  has  been  used  for  carting  pur¬ 
poses. 

Hornton.  There  has  been  considerable  shortage  in  1934,  the  village 
has  been  supplied  mainly  by  a  well  at  the  Council  Houses  ;  some 
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of  the  inhabitants  had  to  fetch  water  J  mile.  A  pumping  scheme 
has  been  prepared  from  a  spring  ;  it  has  received  the  approval 
of  the  Council,  and  now  awaits  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry. 

Milcombe.  The  village  well  went  dry  in  1934,  was  deepened  and  failed 
again.  The  difficulty  was  met  by  a  private  spring  belonging  to 
Christ  Church.  The  village  well  meets  the  need  in  normal  times. 

Milton.  Supplied  by  Bloxham  and  District  Water  Company. 

Mollington.  There  is  a  public  well  which  is  polluted  and  a  spring 
which  is  satisfactory  ;  there  was  considerable  shortage  in  1934. 

North  Newington.  There  is  a  public  pump  and  a  dip  well,  which  were 
short  in  1934,  but  the  supply  was  augmented  by  a  private  well. 

South  Newington.  There  are  56  wells  only  one  of  which  failed  in  1934. 
A  sample  taken  from  one  well  was  found  to  be  polluted.  As  a 
public  supply,  an  extension  from  Wiggington  has  been  considered. 

Shennington.  The  present  supply  was  acquired  by  the  Council  from 
Oriel  College.  The  source  is  a  spring  with  a  raising  plant  which 
is  a  wind  pump  with  an  auxiliary  petrol  engine  and  a  service 
reservoir  of  3  days  capacity.  There  was  considerable  shortage 
in  1934.  The  chief  springs  in  the  neighbourhood  are  privately 
owned  and  permission  to  use  these  was  refused.  Gaugings  have 
shown  that  with  a  hydrostat  half  the  amount  required  can  be 
obtained  and  if  the  capacity  is  increased  a  sufficient  supply  may 
be  obtained. 

Shutford,  East  and  West.  Wells  and  springs  ;  some  shortage  in  1934, 
but  carting  was  not  necessary. 

Sibford  Gower  and  Sibford  Ferris.  Present  supply  from  wells,  some  of 
which  are  polluted.  A  pumping  scheme  from  a  spring  is  at 
present  under  construction  ;  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be 
completed  in  1936. 

Swalcliffe.  Wells — -supply  satisfactory. 

Tadmarton.  Wells. 

Wardington.  Present  supply  :  Upper  Wardington  is  supplied  by  a 
spring  from  which  the  water  gravitates  to  a  covered  brick  reservoir 
of  3,500  gallons  capacity.  The  water  then  runs  by  gravity 
through  a  l-|in.  main  to  Upper  Wardington  serving  three  public 
drinking  fountains  and  two  stand-pipes  at  the  Council  Cottages. 
There  are  also  a  number  of  private  wells  and  one  public  well. 
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During  the  drought  in  1934,  as  the  spring  failed  completely 
and  the  majority  of  the  wells  in  Upper  Wardington  also  gave  out 
it  was  necessary  to  cart  water  to  the  village  for  6  months. 

Lower  Wardington  is  supplied  entirely  by  shallow  wells. 

Proposed  New  Supply.  A  bore  hole  has  been  constructed  close 
to  the  spring,  which  at  present  supplies  Upper  Wardington,  and 
water  was  obtained  at  a  depth  of  230  feet.  Chemical  and  bac¬ 
teriological  analysis  showed  that  it  was  satisfactory  for  drinking 
purposes. 

A  local  inquiry  has  been  held  and  the  scheme  awaits  the  sanc¬ 
tion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Wiggington.  Piped  supply — satisfactory. 

Wroxton.  Public  and  private  wells  ;  there  has  been  no  shortage. 

Deddington.  A  new  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  August  1935.  The 
source  is  a  spring  near  Duns  Tew  from  which  water  is  pumped 
to  supply  Deddington,  Hempton  and  Duns  Tew.  Arrangements 
have  now  been  made  for  supplying  the  hamlet  of  Clifton  also, 
and  the  mains  are  being  extended  for  this  purpose. 

Steeple  Aston.  Springs  mainly.  There  is  no  piped  water  supply  to 
the  village.  The  quantity  is  sufficient  as  a  rule  but  in  1934  it  was 
necessary  to  cart  water.  A  spring  was  found  which  could  supply 
a  sufficient  amount  of  water  for  the  village  but  bacteriological 
examination  proved  unsatisfactory.  A  deep  bore  is  being  sunk 
close  to  the  spring  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  suitable  supply.  The 
difficulty  in  obtaining  a  suitable  water  supply  has  delayed  pro¬ 
gress  in  re-housing  under  the  1930  Housing  Act. 

Middle  Aston .  Private  wells  and  springs,  satisfactory. 

North  Aston.  Private  wells  and  springs,  satisfactory. 

! 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  At  present  there  are  public  sewers  with 
sewage  disposal  works  in  the  following  parishes  : — - 

East  and  West  Adderbury,  Bloxham,  Bodicote,  Steeple  Aston, 
Wardington  and  Bourton. 

Deddington.  Present  scheme.  The  present  sewers  are  defective 
in  construction  and  discharge  at  five  different  points  in  the  village, 
some  of  them  continuing  as  ditches  or  open  sewers  ultimately  dis¬ 
charging  into  streams.  Two  of  these  discharges  have  been  the  subject 
of  complaint  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board.  The  sewers  are 
leaking  badly  ;  at  several  of  the  outfalls  no  discharge  is  apparent 
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• 

although  the  system  is  in  full  use.  With  such  leaky  sewers  there  is 
grave  risk  of  polluting  the  wells  of  the  village  which  form  the  only 
water  supply.  A  number  of  samples  of  drinking  water  submitted  for 
analysis  have  shown  evidence  of  pollution  ;  a  public  well  in  New  Street 
became  seriously  polluted  with  sewage  in  1933. 

The  present  sewers  are  devoid  of  ventilation  and  there  are  no  in¬ 
spection  chambers  on  the  system. 

There  are  286  houses  in  the  village  practically  all  of  which  have  a 
connection  with  the  existing  sewerage  system  ;  13  have  water  closets  ; 
260  have  pail  closets  and  the  remaining  13  have  middens.  46  houses 
have  no  back  entrance  and  therefore  contents  of  pail  closets  have  to 
be  carried  through  the  house  for  the  purpose  of  emptying. 

Proposed  New  Scheme .  All  the  existing  sewers  east  of  the  main 
Oxford — Banbury  road  will  be  retained  to  carry  off  surface  water  from 
the  roads.  A  new  sewerage  system  with  inspection  chambers  will  be 
provided.  Pumping  by  centrifugal  pumps  will  be  necessary  in  order 
to  deal  adequately  with  the  low-lying  parts  of  the  village. 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  purification  works  at  a  point  about  600  yards 
to  the  south-east  of  the  village.  The  works  consist  of  detritus  tanks, 
and  screens,  sedimentation  tanks  and  downward  filtration.  The 
sewage  will  be  delivered  on  to  the  filter  bed  by  automatic  syphon  to 
a  revolving  sprinkler.  The  works  are  capable  of  dealing  with  a  dry 
weather  flow  of  20,000  gallons  per  day  on  the  estimated  future  popu¬ 
lation  of  1000  inhabitants.  It  is  proposed  to  purchase  3  acres  of  land 
for  the  works  ;  this  will  allow  for  what  area  may  be  required  for  the 
treatment  of  the  effluent  by  land  irrigation,  should  this  be  necessary. 

The  scheme  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
work  will  shortly  be  commenced. 

Bodicote.  The  existing  sewage  disposal  works  were  constructed  in 
1902,  but  are  now  no  longer  satisfactory,  as  the  effluent  has  been  re¬ 
ported  on  unfavourably  on  several  occasions  by  the  Thames  Con¬ 
servancy  Board.  The  water  supply  to  Adderbury  is  derived  from  the 
stream  into  which  the  effluent  discharges,  at  a  point  1|  miles  from  the 
sewage  outfall ;  it  is  important,  therefore,  that  a  satisfactory  effluent 
should  be  produced. 

The  Council,  therefore,  instructed  the  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  for 
a  new  sewage  disposal  works. 

It  was  proposed  to  construct  the  new  works  on  the  present  site  at 
Bodicote. 
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They  consist  of  detritus  tanks,  screens,  sedimentation  tanks,  on  the 
Dortmund  principle,  and  downward  filtration.  The  sewage  will  be 
delivered  on  to  filter  beds  by  automatic  syphons  to  revolving  sprinklers. 
The  works  are  capable  of  dealing  with  a  dry  weather  flow  of  23,400 
gallons. 

The  scheme  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  work  is  now  completed. 

Closet  Accommodation.  During  the  year  there  have  been  no  con¬ 
versions  from  the  conservancy  system  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

Scavenging.  Monthly  scavenging  schemes  for  the  collection  of 
household  refuse  are  in  operation  at  Claydon,  Cropredy,  Hornton  and 
Bourton. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  I. 

HOUSING. 

Housing  Act  1930.  Sec.  1.  Four  Clearance  Areas  have  been  dealt 
with  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  one  at  Steeple  Aston  consisting 
of  22  houses,  and  three  at  Bloxham,  each  consisting  of  18,  16  and  10 
houses  respectively.  The  Clearance  Orders  have  been  confirmed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  ;  sites  have  been  secured  for  re-housing  purposes 
and  building  will  shortly  be  commenced.  In  the  case  of  the  Steeple 
Aston  area  some  delay  has  been  caused  by  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
a  satisfactory  water  supply  for  the  new  houses  ;  it  is  likely  however 
that  a  satisfactory  solution  for  this  will  be  found  in  the  near  future. 

Sec.  19.  During  the  year  representations  in  respect  of  51  houses 
found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation  have  been  made  in  the  following 
parishes  : — 

Steeple  Aston,  7.  Bloxham,  2.  Deddington,  3.  Adderbury,  10. 
Claydon,  16.  Hook  Norton,  11.  Milton,  1.  Bodicote,  1. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  There  are  208  dairymen  on  the  register  of  whom 
125  are  producers.  Regular  inspections  of  dairies  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

There  is  one  Grade  A  (Tuberculin-tested)  licence  and  19  Grade  A 
licences  in  the  District. 

ip)  Meat,  etc.  There  are  18  slaughter  houses,  11  of  which  are 
registered  and  7  licenced.  Regular  visits  of  inspection  have  been 
made  ;  there  were  no  seizures  of  unsound  meat  but  in  two  instances 
meat  was  voluntarily  surrendered.

Bloxham,  2.  Bodicote,  1.  Adderbury,  1.  The  two  cases  at  Bloxham 
occurred  in  boys  in  residence  at  All  Saints’  School.  All  the  cases 
were  removed  to  Banbury  Isolation  Hospital.  There  were  no  return 
cases  and  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria.  9  cases  occurred  in  1935  :  there  were  no  cases  in  1934. 
The  cases  were  distributed  as  follows  : — 

Great  Bourton,  1.  Barford,  2.  Williamscote,  2.  Sibford  Ferris,  4. 
The  four  cases  at  Sibford  Ferris  occurred  in  pupils  in  residence  at  the 
Friends’  School ;  following  this  outbreak  the  pupils  were  immunised 
by  active  immunisation,  after  which  only  one  further  case  occurred. 

All  the  cases  were  removed  to  Banbury  Isolation  Hospital ;  there 
were  two  deaths. 

The  other  notifiable  diseases  which  occurred  do  not  call  for  special 
observation.

AREA. 

Hospitals  : 

(a)  Fever.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  those  cases  of  In¬ 
fectious  disease  occurring  in  the  district  requiring  admission  to  hospital 
to  be  treated  at  the  Abingdon  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford, 
for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  Encephalitis 
Lethargica,  Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  Enteric  Fever  and  cases  of  Laryngeal 
Diphtheria  requiring  tracheotomy. 

(b)  Smallpox.  Similar  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
South  Chilterns  Hospital  with  regard  to  the  treatment  of  Smallpox. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : 

(a)  Fever.  A  motor  ambulance  at  the  Abingdon  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  is  available  for  fever  cases  ;  there  is  none  within  the  district. 

(■ b )  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  there  are  ambulances  at 
Chipping  Norton  and  Woodstock.

The  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  S.  P.  Bendle,  who  is  also  Building  Surveyor  ;  Mr. 
Bendle  has  also  acted  as  engineer  for  several  new  water  schemes  under 
the  Council  during  the  year.  In  1935  the  Council  decided  to  appoint 
an  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  ;  Mr.  F.  W.  Harper  was  appointed 
to  the  post.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  Charlbury,  the  largest  parish  in  the  district,  receives 
a  piped  supply  from  the  Charlbury  Water  Company. 

Other  parishes  which  have  a  piped  Water  Supply  are  : — • 

Ascott-under-Wychwood,  Milton-under-Wychwood,  Chadlington, 
Chilson,  Churchill,  Salford,  Enstone  (part),  Finstock  (part),  Fiheld, 
Idbury,  Heythrop  (part),  Leafield,  Lyneham,  Over  Norton,  Shipton- 
under-Wychwood,  Spelsbury  (one  stand  pipe),  Swerford  (part). 

There  was  very  little  shortage  of  water  during  1935  as  compared 
with  the  two  previous  years. 

A  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  for  the  Finstock,  Fawler 
and  Stonesheld  scheme.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  suggested  that, 
as  the  spring  which  it  was  proposed  to  utilize  is  liable  to  pollution  by 
the  River  Evenlode  in  time  of  flood,  a  well  should  be  sunk  some  two 
hundred  yards  from  the  river,  where  it  is  believed  that  the  spring  can 
be  tapped. 

A  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  has  also  been  held  for  the  water  scheme 
for  West  cote  and  Steeple  Barton. 

The  Council  has  also  given  consideration  to  a  scheme  for  supplying 
the  village  of  Kingham  where  it  is  proposed  to  sink  a  borehole.  A 
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scheme  for  a  piped  supply  for  the  upper  part  of  Shipton-under-Wych- 

woocl  has  been  prepared. 

Other  parishes  where  schemes  are  suggested  are  : — Coombe,  Great 

Rollright  and  Wootton. 

The  following  is  a  review  of  the  conditions  in  each  parish. 

Ascott-under-Wychwood.  Piped  supply  from  springs  which  has  been 
satisfactory  and  sufficient. 

Blenheim  Park.  The  Palace  and  other  property  have  a  private  supply 
from  a  shallow  well  (Fair  Rosamund’s  Well)  which  appears  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Bruern.  Most  of  the  houses  supplied  from  Bruern  Abbey  supply  ; 
and  there  appears  to  be  no  shortage. 

Chadlington.  Piped  supply  from  springs  ;  no  shortage  in  1934. 

Charlbury.  Supplied  by  Charlbury  Water  Company  :  from  springs 
in  oolite  ;  service  reservoir  45,000  gallons  ;  there  has  been  no 
shortage. 

Chastleton.  Private  supply  piped  to  a  standpipe  in  the  village. 

Chilson.  This  village  has  a  small  piped  system,  and  an  ample  water 
supply  is  available. 

Churchill.  Piped  supply  from  springs,  which  was  very  low  during 
1933  and  1934,  necessitating  turning  off  the  water  for  several 
hours  during  the  day  :  in  normal  years  the  supply  to  this  village 
is  sufficient. 

Coombe.  Private  wells,  many  of  which  failed  in  1934.  This  parish 
could  possibly  be  supplied  by  the  Finstock  and  Stonesfield  scheme. 

Cornbury  Park.  Most  of  the  houses  have  piped  supplies  from  the 
Mansion’s  private  waterworks. 

Cornwell.  Private  supplies  from  a  ram  which  appear  to  be  satisfactory. 

Enstone.  Most  of  the  hamlets  in  this  village  have  their  own  private 
piped  supplies.  A  small  scheme  was  recently  carried  out  at 
Road  Enstone  to  supply  cottages  there  which  were  badly  off. 
At  Church  Enstone,  the  storage  tank  recently  provided  at  the 
fountain  has  helped  considerably  although  in  some  cases  the 
inhabitants  have  to  carry  water  distances  of  a  hundred  yards  or 
so.  The  private  scheme  at  Woodford  recently  completed  acts 
satisfactorily. 

Fawler.  Present  supply  from  private  wells.  A  new  supply  will  be 
provided  from  the  scheme  which  is  adopted  for  Finstock. 

Fifield.  Piped  supply. 
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Finstock  and  Stonesfield  Scheme. 

Finstock.  Population  424. 

Present  supply.  Three  private  wells.  Three  public  wells. 

1 .  Public  well  near  Crown  Inn.  35  feet  deep  ;  fails  in  time 
of  drought.  Dry  from  October  1933 — April  1934. 

2.  Gadden  Well.  8  feet  deep — fails  very  quickly  ;  overflow  piped 
to  stand-pipes. 

3.  The  other  public  well  does  not  fail  altogether  but  gets  very  low 
and  is  not  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  residents  in  the  south-east  end 
of  the  village. 

The  private  supply  to  Finstock  House  and  Manor  Farm  forms  part 
of  the  Cornbury  Park  system,  and  although  it  was  very  low  last 
autumn  it  did  not  actually  fail.  The  other  private  wells  give  out  very 
quickly. 

Water  was  carted  from  Fawler  Mill  from  October  1933  to  April 
1934. 

Various  schemes  for  a  piped  supply  to  the  village  have  been  formu¬ 
lated  during  the  last  seven  or  eight  years  but  for  various  reasons— 
mainly  owing  to  excessive  cost — they  were  not  proceeded  with. 

Stonesfield.  Population  492. 

Present  supply.  Many  private  wells,  most  of  which  failed  in  1933. 

A  small  piped  supply  from  Ruddy  Well,  to  a  small  tank  and  stand¬ 
pipe.  Several  houses  on  the  western  side  of  the  village  depend  on 
this  supply  which  failed  in  1933.  Water  had  to  be  carried  from 
Fawler  Mill  from  October  1933  to  March  1934. 

Proposed  new  supply.  It  was  proposed  to  utilise  a  spring  situated  at 
the  old  disused  ironstone  mines  near  Fawler  to  supply  both  villages. 
It  runs  out  from  a  culvert  two  or  three  yards  away  from  the  River 
Evenlode. 

The  daily  requirements  which  are  based  on  12  gallons  per  person  to  : — - 
Finstock  5088  and  Stonesfield  5901.  Total  10,992  gallons. 

The  minimum  yield  of  the  spring  is  28,800  gallons  per  day,  while  the 
normal  flow  ranges  between  78  and  200  gallons  per  minute. 

The  water  would  be  pumped  by  electrical  pumping  to  two  reservoirs, 
one  above  Finstock  (550  feet)  and  one  above  Stonesfield  (420  feet). 
The  reservoirs  would  have  a  capacity  equal  to  4  days  supply,  that  at 
Finstock  holding  20,300  gallons  and  at  Stonesfield  23,600  gallons. 
The  water  would  be  conveyed  by  distributing  mains  from  these  two 
points  to  supply  both  villages. 
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The  Ministry  of  Health  have  approved  of  the  scheme,  but  have 
suggested  that  a  deep  bore  should  be  made  200  yards  from  the  site  of 
the  spring  as  the  latter  is  liable  to  pollution  in  time  of  flood. 


Glympton.  One  stand-pipe  is  provided  in  the  village.  The  supply  is 
low  but  sufficient  water  is  available  for  drinking  purposes  ;  for 
other  uses  water  has  to  be  carried  from  the  River  Glyme  which 
runs  through  the  village. 


Great  Tew.  The  houses  in  the  higher  part  of  the  village  have  private 
wells  while  those  lower  down  draw  their  water  from  a  private 
tank ;  there  seems  to  be  no  shortage. 

Hensington  Without.  Some  of  the  houses  in  the  northern  end  of  the 
parish  have  water  laid  on  from  the  Borough  of  Woodstock  ; 
arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  these  houses  to  be 
supplied  from  Oxford  City  Waterworks,  which  has  provided  the 
new  supply  for  the  Borough  of  Woodstock.  The  remaining  parts 
of  the  parish  are  supplied  by  private  wells.  In  the  southern 
portion  a  few  of  the  wells  have  failed,  and  water  is  being  carried 
from  the  public  fountain  at  Bladon.  There  was,  however,  no 
serious  shortage  until  later  in  the  year.  Oxford  City  propose 
supplying  this  part  also. 

Heythrop.  Private  wells,  which  seem  to  be  satisfactory. 

Icibury.  The  hamlets  of  Bould  and  Foscote  have  private  supplies  and 
one  public  well,  which  have  held  out.  At  Icibury  village,  there 
is  a  shortage,  and  water  can  only  be  turned  on  from  the  reservoir 
for  two  or  three  hours  on  alternate  days.  The  fixing  of  an 
auxiliary  engine  has  been  suggested  to  improve  matters. 


Kiddington.  Piped  supply  from  wells. 


Kingham.  This  village  is  dependent  on  one  public  and  several  private 
wells,  many  of  which  failed  in  1933  although  in  1934  conditions 
were  not  quite  so  bad  ;  in  normal  summers  several  wells  usually 
go  dry.  The  Council  have  decided  to  sink  a  deep  bore  with  a 
view  to  obtaining  a  satisfactory  water  supply  for  the  village. 

Leafield.  Piped  supply  from  springs  ;  there  has  been  no  shortage. 

Little  Tew.  Several  wells  and  a  small  private  piped  system.  Some 
of  the  wells  have  failed  and  a  few  of  the  cottagers  have  to  go  some 
distance  for  water  but  there  has  been  no  serious  shortage. 


Lyneham.  Piped  supply  from  spring.  Since  the  pipes  were  cleared  in 
1933  there  has  been  no  complaint. 
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Milton-under-Wychwood.  Piped  supply  from  springs.  New  pipes  of 
larger  diameter  have  been  laid  recently.  The  springs  are  low, 
but  on  the  whole  there  has  been  no  serious  shortage. 

Over  Norton.  Springs  in  oolite  ;  piped  supply  from  a  ram  with  an 
auxiliary  engine.  The  springs  have  dropped  and  the  engine  has 
to  be  worked  daily,  but  a  full  supply  is  being  maintained  by  the 
village. 

Great  Rollright.  This  village  is  very  badly  off  for  water,  as  most  of  the 
wells  have  failed.  There  is  a  good  spring  in  a  field  below  the 
village,  which  is  running  at  5  gallons  per  minute.  The  Council 
have  considered  providing  a  pumping  scheme  from  this  spring, 
but  the  matter  has  been  deferred  meantime. 

Rousham.  Private  supply  which  seems  to  be  satisfactory. 

Salford.  Piped  sipply  from  spring,  normally  satisfactory,  but  rather 
short  during  1933-34,  especially  in  the  houses  in  the  higher  parts 
of  the  village.  An  additional  spring  picked  up  in  October  1934, 
and  the  supply  is  now  satisfactory. 

Sandford  St.  Martin.  Several  private  supplies  and  one  private  well. 
Some  of  the  wells  have  failed,  but  there  is  no  serious  shortage. 

Sarsden.  Private  supplies,  which  are  satisfactory. 

Shipton-under-Wychwood.  Portions  of  the  main  have  been  recently 
re-laid.  Although  the  spring  has  dropped  considerably,  all  the 
houses  in  the  village  have  a  full  supply.  At  Upper  Shipton  there 
is  also  a  small  piped  supply  which  has  been  deficient  during  1934 
and  consideration  is  being  given  to  a  scheme  for  supplying  this 
part  of  the  village. 

Spelsbury.  Private  supply  from  springs.  The  water  is  raised  to  a 
fountain  in  the  centre  of  the  village. 

Steeple  and  Westcot  Barton.  Supplied  by  private  wells,  a  spring  at 
Middle  Barton,  and  River  Dorn  ;  as  the  supply  has  been  deficient 
in  these  parishes  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  inaugurate  a  new 
scheme  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  is  now 
waiting  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  source  of  the 
proposed  new  supply  is  a  deep  well  (150  feet  deep)  near  the 
Worton  road.  Chemical  examination  shows  that  the  water  is  very 
hard  and  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  iron  and  suspended 
matter ;  bacteriological  examination  was  satisfactory.  The 
proposed  scheme  provides  for  raising  the  water  by  means  of  an 
electric  motor  and  pump  to  a  21,000  gallon  concrete  reservoir 
from  which  the  water  will  be  distributed  to  the  village.  It  is  also 
proposed  to  install  a  combined  open  gravity  type  of  softening  and 
filtering  plant  near  the  reservoir. 
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The  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  for  this  scheme  took  place  during 
the  year. 

Swerford.  Two  small  piped  supplies  from  springs  in  ironstone  rock 
which  appear  to  be  satisfactory. 

Tackley.  Several  private  wells,  and  one  public  well;  all  are  satis¬ 
factory  and  there  is  no  shortage. 

Wootton.  Most  of  the  wells  have  failed,  only  one  public  well  having 
held  out.  Some  of  the  residents  have  to  carry  water  over  a 
quarter  of  amile ;  later  in  the  year,  however,  conditions  improved 
somewhat.  Oxford  City  Council  are  obtaining  powers  to  supply 
that  part  of  the  parish,  which  adjoins  the  Borough  of  Woodstock. 

W orton.  Small  piped  supplies  from  springs,  which  seem  to  be  sufficient. 

Wychwood.  The  most  populous  part  of  the  parish  is  supplied  from  the 
Leafield  mains. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  following  villages  are  wholly  sewered 
and  are  equipped  with  sewage  disposal  works  : — 

Charlbury,  Churchill,  Fifield,  Milton-under-Wychwood,  Kingham, 
Shipton-under-Wychwood. 

Parts  of  the  following  parishes  are  sewered,  with  a.  small  sewage 
disposal  works  in  each  case  : — • 

Ascott-under-Wychwood,  Chadlington,  Chilson,  Coombe,  Idbury 
and  Salford. 

A  sewer  at  Churchill,  about  400  yards  long,  was  relayed  during  the 
year  ;  otherwise  no  sewerage  work  has  been  found  necessary  beyond 
normal  maintenance. 

Closet  Accommodation.  With  exception  of  the  parishes  above 
mentioned,  and  the  larger  houses,  which  have  cesspools,  the  accommo¬ 
dation  is  mainly  on  the  conservancy  system.  There  were  15  conversions 
to  the  water  carriage  system  during  the  year. 

Scavenging.  In  August  1932  a  scheme  was  adopted  by  the  Council 
whereby  a  monthly  collection  of  tins  and  hardware  is  made  from  all  the 
large  villages  in  the  district  (except  where  such  arrangements  already 
existed),  and  a  quarterly  collection  in  the  smaller  villages  and  hamlets. 
So  far  the  arrangement  has  worked  very  well,  and  has  obviated  littering 
of  the  surrounding  country  with  refuse  to  a  considerable  extent.  Old 
stone  pits  have  been  obtained  as  dumps,  each  dump  serving  for  one  to 
four  villages. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  I. 
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HOUSING. 

A  review  of  the  Housing  conditions  in  the  district  was  given  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1933  ;  it  was  pointed  out  that  38  houses  were  being 
dealt  with  under  Sec.  19  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1930.  Few  of  these 
will  be  demolished,  however,  as  the  majority  are  being  reconstructed 
under  the  Housing  Rural  Workers  Act  of  1926,  which  is  administered 
by  the  County  Council. 

In  addition  during  1935  6  other  houses  were  also  represented  as 
unfit  for  habitation  :  2  at  Coombe,  2  at  Tackley,  one  at  Charlbury  and 
one  at  Enstone. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  There  are  210  dairymen  on  the  register  of  whom 
123  are  milk  producers.  A  general  improvement  in  the  standard  of 
the  cowsheds  is  maintained. 

There  is  one  licence  for  Certified  Milk,  2  licences  for  Grade  A  (Tuber¬ 
culin  Tested)  and  22  licences  for  Grade  A. 

(b)  Meat,  etc.  Regular  visits  of  inspection  are  made  to  slaughter 
houses  and  as  a  result  there  have  been  7  seizures  of  condemned  meat 
during  the  year. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES,  Etc. 

Scarlet  Fever.  31  cases  occurred  in  1935  as  against  16  in  1934  and 
19  in  1933.  27  cases  were  treated  at  the  Abingdon  Isolation  Hospital 

and  4  cases  were  isolated  at  home.  The  cases  were  distributed  in  the 
various  parishes  as  follows  : — Great  Rollright,  4.  Steeple  Barton,  1. 
Over  Norton,  1.  Heythrop,  2.  Churchill,  3.  Enstone,  5.  Salford, 
2.  Wootton,  1.  Coombe,  1.  Great  Tew,  1.  Shipton-under-Wych- 
wood,  1.  Hensington  Without,  5.  Spelsbury,  1.  Charlbury,  1. 
Kingham,  2. 

One  return  case  occurred.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria.  9  cases  occurred,  as  against  11  in  1934  and  2  in  1933. 
All  the  cases  were  removed  to  hospital ;  they  were  distributed  in  the 
various  parishes  as  follows  : — Enstone  2,  Salford  2  and  one  case  in 
each  of  the  following  parishes  Churchill,  Little  Rollright,  Steeple 
Barton,  Fifield  and  Shipton-under-Wychwood.  The  cases  at  Salford 
occurred  in  a  husband  and  wife  ;  with  regard  to  the  Enstone  cases,  a 
chronic  carrier  was  discovered ;  the  other  cases  appeared  to  be  sporadic. 
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Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  2  cases  occurred  in  1935.  Poliomyelitis 
appears  to  be  more  or  less  endemic  in  the  Chipping  Norton  Rural 
District  as  since  the  outbreak  in  1932  when  8  cases  occurred  further 
cases  have  recurred  each  year.  In  1933  one  case  occurred,  while  in 
1934  two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  and  one  of  Polio-encephalitis  occurred. 

The  other  notifiable  diseases  do  not  call  for  special  comment.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 
Hospitals. 

{a)  Fever.  Arrangements  have  been  made  under  which  cases  of 
Infectious  Diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment  occurring  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  are  treated  at  the  Abingdon  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford, 
for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  Encephalitis 
Lethargica,  Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  Enteric  Fever  and  cases  of  Laryngeal 
Diphtheria  requiring  tracheotomy. 

(b)  Smallpox.  Similar  arrangements  with  regard  to  Smallpox 
have  been  made  with  the  South  Chilterns  Smallpox  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Fever.  Cases  requiring  transport  are  dealt  with  by  the  Ambu¬ 
lance  at  the  Abingdon  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

( b )  There  is  a  motor  ambulance  for  non-infectious  cases  situated  at 
Witney.

Basson  and  Mr.  R.  G.  Coysh.  During  the  year  Mr.  J.  Newboult, 
Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector,  left  the  service  of  the  Council  to  take  up 
the  appointment  of  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Borough  of  Abingdon  ; 
he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  R.  G.  Coysh. 

Meat  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  W.  Martin,  Veterinary  Surgeon.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  Burford  Water  Works  Co.  Ltd.,  supplies  Burford,  parts 
of  Upton  and  Signet  and  parts  of  Fulbrook. 

The  following  parishes  also  have  a  piped  water  supply  : — 

Astell  Leigh  (part),  Bampton,  Eynsham,  Little  Faringdon,  Filkins 
(Council  Houses),  Langford,  Ramsden,  South  Leigh  (part),  North 
Leigh  (part),  Swinbrook,  Taynton. 

There  are  many  parts  of  the  district  in  which  the  existing  water 
supplies  are  far  from  adequate  and  the  shortage  has  been  accentuated 
by  the  dry  summers  of  1933  and  1934.  The  Council  have  therefore 
decided  to  obtain  a  supply  for  certain  villages  from  the  new  Witney 
Urban  District  reservoir  at  Worsham,  and  the  scheme  has  at  the  time 
of  writing  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
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villages  included  are  :  Ramsden,  Hailey,  North  Leigh,  Long  Hand- 
borough,  Church  Handborough,  Freeland,  Crawley,  Minster  Lovell, 
Charterville  Estate,  Brize  Norton,  Bampton,  Black  Bourton,  Carterton, 
Shilton,  Curbridge,  Clanheld,  Lew  and  South  Leigh. 

The  following  is  a  report  on  the  conditions  which  exist  at  present 
in  these  villages. 

Crawley.  The  supply  consists  mainly  of  a  spring  and  shallow  wells. 
Many  of  the  inhabitants  have  to  carry  water  distances  from  150 
yards  up  to  J  mile.  The  supply  in  many  of  the  wells  is  very 
deficient ;  some  are  dry  and  others  grossly  polluted.  A  bac¬ 
teriological  examination  of  a  well  in  the  west  end  of  the  village 
showed  that  it  was  polluted  with  sewage  and  B.  Coli  was  present 
in  10  c.c. 

Minster  Lovell.  Many  cottages  have  no  supply  and  have  to  fetch 
water  from  other  wells  :  in  some  cases  it  is  necessary  to  carry 
water  J  mile.  Most  of  the  wells  in  the  village  were  practically 
dry  in  1934.  There  is  a  private  well  which  is  satisfactory  at 
present  and  yields  600  gallons  per  hour.  Some  of  the  cottagers 
fetch  water  from  the  river  as  they  have  no  supply.  The  cottages 
on  the  Charterville  allotments  have  rain  water  tanks  as  their 
sole  source  of  supply  as  wells  here  would  have  to  be  100  feet 
deep. 

There  are  some  shallow  wells  at  Bushy  Ground — of  poor  quality. 

The  cottages  at  Grove  Farm  are  short  of  water.  The  supply 
at  the  school  is  totally  inadequate  and  water  has  to  be  fetched 
from  the  river. 

Brize  Norton.  The  village  is  mainly  supplied  by  shallow  wells  in 
cornbrash.  Some  are  dry  and  others  totally  inadequate.  The 
school  and  the  schoolhouse  have  no  water  supply  and  are  entirely 
dependent  on  rain  water  from  the  roofs  and  what  they  can  obtain 
from  neighbouring  cottages.  An  inn,  which  has  its  own  well, 
also  supplies  about  8  cottages  in  the  neighbourhood  ;  a  chemical 
examination  of  this  well  showed  evidence  of  sewage  pollution. 
The  supply  in  the  east  end  of  the  village  is  from  two  wells,  and  is 
very  deficient  in  quantity.  Two  other  samples  taken  for 
chemical  analysis  from  wells  in  the  village  showed  evidence  of 
pollution. 

Hailey.  In  Delly  End  the  shallow  wells  are  all  very  deficient  :  some 
of  the  cottages  have  no  water  supply  at  all.  A  sample  from  a 
well  at  Delly  Green  shows  that  the  well  is  heavily  polluted  with 
sewage  and  unfit  for  drinking. 
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At  the  inn  rain  water  is  used  for  drinking  purposes  as  there  is  no 
other  supply. 

In  the  main  part  of  the  village  (Middle  town),  most  of  the 
cottages  depend  on  two  wells  ;  one  of  these  is  polluted  with 
sewage  and  unfit  for  drinking.  The  school  has  only  rain  water 
and  what  can  be  obtained  from  the  cottages  in  the  neighbourhood. 

At  Poffley  End  some  of  the  cottages  have  no  supply  at  all, 
while  others  are  very  deficient.  At  New  Yatt  though  the  wells 
are  as  a  rule  sufficient  in  quantity,  many  are  polluted.  A  sample 
taken  from  a  well  at  a  bakehouse  there  was  found  to  be  heavily 
polluted  with  sewage  and  excessively  hard. 

North  Leigh.  Most  of  the  cottages  at  New  Yatt  have  no  wells  at  all 
and  those  with  wells  state  that  the  water  cannot  be  used  owing 
to  its  muddy  state.  Sometimes  it  is  necessary  for  the  inhabitants 
to  go  over  a  mile  for  drinking  water.  A  sample  taken  from  the 
well  at  the  Post  Office  shows  that  the  water  is  grossly  polluted 
with  sewage  and  unfit  for  drinking.  From  the  top  of  the  hill  to 
the  church  the  supply  is  very  short,  two  of  the  wells  are  said  to 
have  enough,  the  others  being  dry.  During  periods  of  shortage 
the  people  in  this  part  of  the  village  were  buying  water.  The 
Vicarage  and  the  School  are  without  water.  The  “  Town  Well  ” 
is  dry  and  the  people  have  to  go  to  the  pump  near  Eynsham  Hall 
gates,  a  distance  of  over  J  mile. 

At  east  end,  North  Leigh,  there  are  at  least  14  cottages  without 
sufficient  supply,  the  wells  either  being  dry  or  extremely  low. 
The  remainder  have  enough  for  their  own  use  only. 

Handborough.  From  Shepherd’s  Hall  Inn  to  Red  City,  supply  is 
sufficient.  From  the  Red  City  to  Freeland  wells  are  said  to  have 
held  out  fairly  well,  but  in  two  or  three  cases  are  very  low ;  two 
of  the  wells  ran  dry.  A  sample  taken  at  Freeland  was  satis¬ 
factory. 

From  the  station  through  the  village  to  Millwood  End,  a  few 
of  the  wells  have  been  sufficient.  Along  the  main  street  some  of 
the  wells  were  very  low  ;  and  several  of  the  cottages  were  without 
a  supply  of  drinking  water.  Two  samples  taken  from  this  part 
of  the  village  showed  evidence  of  pollution. 

Black  Bourton.  The  cottages  on  the  Alvescot  road  have  wells  which 
are  said  to  have  held  out.  A  well  at  an  inn  was  very  low  and  an 
analysis  proved  it  to  be  polluted.  Higher  up  in  the  village  the 
wells  are  stated  to  have  gone  dry. 
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Carterton.  All  the  wells  are  very  low  and  the  people  in  the  village  are 
dependent  on  rain  water.  A  sample  taken  from  a  well  was  found 
to  be  polluted. 

Speaking  generally  the  village  is  very  short  of  water. 

Shilton.  There  are  not  many  wells  in  this  village,  but  a  public  pump 
to  a  well  near  the  brook  is  provided.  A  sample  from  this  source 
proved  to  be  satisfactory  on  analysis. 

Lew.  The  village  is  generally  short  and  the  cottagers  state  they  are 
dependent  on  the  neighbouring  farms. 

Curbridge.  The  wells  in  the  cottages  in  this  village  have  been  very 
low  ;  many  are  dry.  Drinking  water  has  to  be  used  very  sparingly 
and  rain  water  for  other  purposes. 

Ramsden.  There  is  a  small  supply  to  stand-pipes  in  the  village  ;  the 
water  is  turned  on  once  a  week  during  the  summer  and  twice  a 
week  during  the  winter.  Some  of  the  wells  are  very  low. 

South  Leigh.  Most  of  the  cottages  in  the  main  street  receive  water 
from  College  Farm  supply  which,  it  is  stated,  was  very  low  during 
the  summer  months.  On  Church  Green  the  wells  went  dry  and 
on  Witney  Road  the  wells  were  also  very  short. 

High  Coggs.  The  cottages  are  dependent  on  rain  water. 

Bampton.  The  present  supply  is  from  a  deep  well,  which  began  to 
fail  in  the  drought  of  1921,  and  has  been  insufficient  ever  since  ; 
at  the  present  time  the  supply  is  only  sufficient  for  a  part  of  the 
day. 

SUMMARY  AND  GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  apparent  that  : 

1.  The  majority  of  the  villages  in  the  district  are  supplied  by 
shallow  wells — -always  an  unsatisfactory  source  of  supply  as  they  are 
liable  to  surface  pollution.  In  the  majority  of  instances  this  source  of 
supply  has  either  completely  failed,  or  is  at  least  partially  inadequate. 

2.  Samples  from  typical  wells  in  the  various  villages  under  considera¬ 
tion  have  been  taken  for  chemical  analysis  during  the  last  three  months. 
Out  of  14  typical  samples  taken  for  chemical  analysis  only  two,  one  at 
Freeland  and  one  at  Shilton,  were  considered  satisfactory  for  drinking 
purposes. 

3.  In  a  great  many  instances  the  inhabitants  are  entirely  dependent 
on  rain  water,  which  while  it  may  be  satisfactory  for  washing  purposes 
is  not  as  a  rule  satisfactory  for  drinking,  as  it  is  liable  to  contamination. 
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4.  Few  of  the  schools  in  the  district  have  a  satisfactory  supply  of 
water — in  the  majority  of  instances  they  are  dependent  on  rain  water 
and  what  they  are  able  to  borrow  from  the  villagers. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  conditions  in  other  parishes  outside 
the  general  scheme  : 

Alvescot.  Shallow  wells. 

Asthall.  Shallow  well,  deficient  in  quantity. 

Asthall  Leigh.  Gravitation  supply  from  Fordwells. 

Bladon.  Now  supplied  by  the  City  of  Oxford  by  a  branch  main  from 
Woodstock. 

Broadwell.  Water  supply  from  spring  conveyed  to  the  village  by 
pipes,  and  also  from  a  few  shallow  wells. 

Burford.  Supplied  by  Burford  Water  Company.  Source  is  a  spring 
near  Taynton  from  which  the  water  is  pumped  to  a  reservoir  of 
120,000  gallons  capacity.  There  has  been  no  shortage. 

Cassington.  Shallow  wells,  adequate  ;  could  be  supplied  by  Oxford 
City  if  necessary. 

Eynsham.  Public  piped  supply  from  a  well  in  gravel  pumped  to  a 
water  tower  ;  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

Filkins.  Supplied  by  shallow  wells.  Council  houses  have  a  piped 
supply  from  a  private  spring.  It  is  now  proposed  to  provide  a 
piped  supply  for  the  village  from  this  source. 

Fulbrook.  Piped  supply  from  a  spring  near  Upper  End  Farm.  Has 
been  adequate  except  in  dry  summer.  It  is  proposed  that 
Fulbrook  should  be  supplied  by  the  Burford  Water  Company  and 
the  scheme  awaits  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Langford.  Artesian  well  which  provides  a  piped  supply  for  practically 
all  the  houses. 

Standlake.  Shallow  wells. 

Stanton  Har court.  Shallow  wells. 

Swinbrook.  Piped  supply  from  a  spring. 

Taynton.  Piped  supply  from  a  spring. 

Upton  and  Signet.  Supplied  partly  by  Burford  Water  Company  and 
partly  by  shallow  wells. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  is  a  system  of  public  sewers  with 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Eynsham,  Burford  and  Little  Faringdon. 
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In  various  parts  of  the  district  private  houses  are  connected  to  cess¬ 
pools,  and  in  the  remainder  dry  closets. 

A  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Bladon  is  under  consideration. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  were  12  conversions  from  the  con¬ 
servancy  to  the  Water  Carriage  System  during  the  year. 

Scavenging.  In  the  parishes  of  Eynsham,  Bampton  and  Burford 
there  is  a  scavenging  scheme  for  the  collection  of  all  refuse  ;  in  Cur- 
bridge  and  Stanton  Harcourt  ashes,  pots  and  pans  are  collected. 
There  are  refuse  disposal  pits  at  Shilton,  Asthall  and  Bladon. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  I. 

HOUSING. 

Housing  Act  1930.  Sec.  1.  Clearance  Areas.  Clearance  orders 
have  been  made  with  respect  to  two  areas  at  Eynsham  and  one  at 
Bampton.  A  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  with  regard  to 
10  houses  at  Burford.  Two  other  areas  are  now  being  dealt  with,  one 
at  Filkins  (14  houses)  and  one  at  Bampton  (six  houses). 

With  regard  to  re-housing  under  the  1930  Act  ten  houses  are  in 
course  of  erection  at  Eynsham,  and  schemes  are  in  hand  for  the  erection 
of  42  houses  at  Bampton  (12),  Fulbrook  (14),  Filkins  (14),  Hanborough 
(2). 

Housing  Act  1935.  Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for 
the  overcrowding  survey  required  under  the  1935  Housing  Act,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  the  survey  was  practically  completed,  4216 
dwelling  houses  being  scheduled. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  There  are  332  dairymen  on  the  register.  The 
premises  are  inspected  regularly  and  progress  is  being  made  with  regard 
to  modernising  the  sheds.  There  are  4  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested) 
licences  and  19  Grade  A  licences  in  the  District. 

(b)  Meat  Inspection.  Meat  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  W. 
Martin,  M.R.C.V.S.  During  the  year  399  visits  were  paid  to  slaughter 
houses  and  butchers’  shops  and  as  a  result  2950  lbs.  of  meat  were 
condemned.

Scarlet  Fever.  55  cases  occurred  in  1935  as  against  47  in  1934  and  1 1 
in  1933.  The  incidence  in  1935  was  higher  than  any  year  during  the 
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past  ten  years  with  the  exception  of  1929  when  77  cases  occurred. 
The  chief  factor  in  this  increased  incidence  would  appear  to  the  milder 
type  of  case  now  prevailing  and  hence  the  frequency  of  “  missed  ” 
cases,  i.e.,  cases  where  the  doctor  is  not  called  until  the  infectious  period 
is  practically  over,  or  in  some  cases  not  called  in  at  all. 

The  cases  were  distributed  as  follows  : — Eynsham,  13.  Bampton,  8. 
Aston,  2.  Hanborough,  7.  Bladon,  6.  Ducklington,  1.  Asthall,  2. 
Minster,  2.  Swinbrook,  3.  Stanton  Harcourt,  8.  Holwell,  1. 

Of  52  cases  which  occurred  46  were  treated  at  the  Abingdon  Isolation 
Hospital  and  the  remainder  isolated  at  home  ;  two  return  cases  oc¬ 
curred  :  there  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria.  4  cases  occurred  in  1935 — all  in  the  parish  of  Broadwell ; 
all  were  removed  to  the  Abingdon  Isolation  Hospital.  There  was  one 
death.  All  the  cases  occurred  in  the  village  school  and  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  close  the  school  for  2  weeks. 

One  case  of  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  occurred — the  other  notifiable 
diseases  do  not  call  for  special  comment.
